  NCEES Central Zone recap – Opal Kuhl and Sam Reed  
Recapped the Central Zone Meeting.  Sam Reed was elected to the Central Zone Secretary/Treasurer 
position. There were discussions during the forums for engineers, surveyors and MBAs.  There was 
discussion about decoupling during these forums.  Review of decoupling for reciprocity applicants needs 
to occur.    Fire protection leadership was a discussion during the forums.   
NCEES had a revenue loss last year.  They are financially strong, but the students are not avidly taking 
FE exams, which is a revenue maker for NCEES.  Schools of engineering do not discuss becoming 
licensed or promote licensure.

      Review of FE requirements for licensure via reciprocity. 
 
 
       Discussion about the lack of students taking the FE was brought up again.  Most students do 
not feel the need to take the FE exam.  ISPE offers free membership to students.  The importance is 
not suggested by the professors since they are not licensed.  Need the importance of taking the FE 
impressed on students for the importance of the exam.  
       Technology graduates need to be kept in mind as well, for licensure.  They are not being told 
that they do not qualify for licensure in Indiana.
